The only 
excitement left for us was the eager wait for 
news. Of course, Port Arthur had fallen, but 
we yearned for particulars; Kouropatkin was 
undoubtedly caught. but we wanted the 
thrilling details; and many other momentous 
things had doubtless happened that would 
amaze us, and we wanted to be amazed. 


All Hopes Are Blasted. 

Early in the morning of Aug. 20 the Japa- 
nese quarantine officers came out from Yo- 
kohama and boarded 
the ship. They were 
at once surrounded, 
enfileded,- attacked, 
and Bembarded by an. 
eager mob h 
news. 

“No, Port Arthur, 
it have not yet fallen 
—very soon, mayhe, “Interviewing the Quar- 
tomorrow perhaps.” antine Officer. 

How ifke an old friend this piece of in- 
férmation sounded!

Wearing a rich robe and miter modeled 
after those of an anc‘ent Jewish high priest, 
John Alexander Dowie yesterday proclaimed 
himself “ John Alexander,” first apostle of 
the Christian Catholic church. 

The announcement was not a surprise. It 


vassed thoroughly by the chureh, and pub- 
lished to the world. The surprise that Dr. 
Dowie had reserved for his people was the 
regalia of his new office. A visible stir was 
noticeable when the head of Zion ceremoni- 
ously entered the tabernacle in Zion City, 
where 7,000 people had aasembied. 


Women Surprise the New Apostle. 

“Dr. Dowie himself did not know What he 
was to wear until Friday,’ said one of the 
church offieers. “Then there was great 
haste to get the garments in readiness. 
Forty women were employed on the work.” 

And these forty women kept the secret. 

Dr. Dowie referred to the robes in assum- 
ing the office. After quoting scripture in 
support of the claim he had made to the 
title of first apostle, he said: 

“I did not create the office. It was created 
by the Lord. I didn't create it any more 
than I designed these robes, If you are in 
doubt as to my authority to wear them, you 
will find it in the twenty-eighth chapter of 
Exodus, the pattern given by God to Moses 
when the high priesthood was established: 

“*“And these are the garments which they 
shall make; a breastplate and an ephod and 
a robé and a broidered coat, a miter and a 
girdle; and they shall make holy garments 
for Aaron thy brother and his sons, that he 
may minister unto me in the priest's office.’ 


Vestments of Satin and Silk. 

Dr. Dowie wore a long garment of heavy 
white satin, lined with white silk Over 
this was a purple satin robe, fringed with 
gilt, of knee length. The “ breidered coat,” 
the richest feature of the costume. was of 
white satin embroidered with geometrica! 
patterns in purple and gold, the colors of the 
chureh. 

The girdie was there with historical ac- 
curacy, but on the breastplate instead of the 
twelve jewels prescribed by the Jewish ritua! 


gold. Dowie's headdress consisted of « 
white silk mitre, or turban, ornamented With 
twd purple bands. It must have made him 
uncomfortable, because he removed it When 
he started to speak White silk hose and 
white canvas shoes completed the costume. 
He did not, as had been expected, announce 
his colleagues. 


Quotes Scripture as Authority. 

“ The office of first apostle is perpetual,” 
said Dowie, after he had read several long 
passages from scripture. “It should’ have 
been continued. Successors to the origina! 
twelve were chosen to the number of nine 
to fill vacancies caused by martyrdom or 
death. All of these are more or less 
authenticated, especially the selection of 


James, brother of the Lord, three years after 
the ascension, and of Barnabas and Saul. 
My assumption of the first apostieship ts the 
final step in the organization of the church 
as planned by Jesus Christ. 


Garments of Beauty Needed. 

“IT am before you as a high priest, and in 
the garb of a high priest. There were no 
apestolic robes. 1 am not a high priest of 
the priesthood represented by Aaron but of 
Christ. I saw that each one must take his 
proper state in the true religion, and that | 
must take mine. I saw that the time had 
come when the priests of the church should 
put on garments of beauty.’ I had not been 
ashamed to put on these nor to replace with 
the cross of Christ the tweive jewels on 
the breastplate. 

“ Poor King Edward is surrounded by flat- 
terers and called ‘ defender of the faith’ he 
never helps.” 

Dr. Dowie then devoted time to a oie: 
ciation of the Roman Catholic church and 
infant baptism. 


Proclaims Himself Apostle. 

Returning to the avostolic matter, Dr. 
Dowie went through the form of proclaim- 
ing himself, but his assumption of the priestly 
robes had been regarded as,a sufficient 
declaration. 

“My people.” he said, “ at the beginning, 
desired me +o assume the apostolic office, 
but I set it aside—not because I believed God 
did not want mc, but because the time had 
rot come. Christ always was the Christ, 
but he did not take the title of Messiah 
until the scriptures had been fulfilled. I 
have sought not for office but for the power 
t. do the work. 

“I would rather wear grave clothes than 
these garments of glory if I thaught by so 
doing I should dishonor my Lord, byt I thank 
God I have the courage to assume the posi- 
tion intended for me.” 


Calls on Followers for Approval. 

“ Members of the Restoration host, do you 
accept me, John Alexander, as the first 
apostle of our Lord Jesus Christ and the 
Christian Catholic church?” 

Yes,"’ came the answer. 

“Officers of the church, do you heewpt me 


and the Christian Catholic church?’ 
* Yes,”” answered the 400 deacons, deacon- 
esses, and elders, and the ceremony was over. 


Guards Escort to Carriage. 

Before the service the first apostle was 
escorted in his carriage by 150 guards, ted 
by Col C. F. Stern, Maj. B. F. Morris, Maj. 
8. B. Morris, and their staffs. Part of the 
escort carried standards with the American 
flag in the position of honor. The union jack 
of England and the white cross of Switzerland 
also were displayed. The procession to the 
church Included guards, the Restoration 
| host, officers, and deacons, and other resi- 
dents of Zion City. Members of the host 
were distinguished by their sashes and the 
church officers wore black gowns and trench- 
er caps.

Many Casualties During Manet-

SILENT HACHINE 


FIRST JAPANESE ARMY. A MAR- 
VEL OF ORGANIZATION. . 


Preparedness of Forces at All Times 
‘Declared Reason for Victories Over 
Russians, Whose Guns Are Superior 
—Personal Bravery of Men on Both 
Sides About Equal—Mikado’s Sol- 
diers’ Only Leaxuries Are. Fans, 
Cigarets, and Fishing Lines. 


WITH THE FIRST JAPANESE ARMY, 
TIENSHITIEN, MANCHURIA, Aug. 12.— 
The lessons of the campaign are a text con- 
stantly before the eyes of the military ob- 
servers with this army. They have made no 
revolutionary diseoveries thus far; indeed, 
the chief lesson has been the overshadowing 
importance of that complete preparation 
which has made every cog of every wheel of 
the great machine slide quietly into its groove 
at the appointed minute and the attention to 
details, for lack of which the servants of the 
czar are wasting so much brave food for 
powder. 

Russian Batteries Well Placed.: 

The work of the Russian artillery early on 
July 31 commanded the 


respect a credit to that arm of the Russiag 
Service. Moreover, the bravery of the Rus- 
sian gunners was beyond all praise. 

Many statements have appeared in Euro- 
pean newspapers about the superiority of 
Japanese guns, but their work so far has 
illustrated the western aphorism that “ suc- 
cess is not in holditlg a good hand but in 
playing a poor. hand well.’’ It is conceded by 
the experts who have seen their work in the 
field that the Russian guns are better than 
the Japanese, and that the ratio to insure 
equality should be about six Japanese guns 
against four Russian. 

But the showing made by the Russian in- 
fantry leaves much to be explained. If their 
trenches had been held by marksmen like 
the Boers there would have been no question 
of the Japanese reaching. them without 
heavy loss, if at all. 

There were the same blunders in manage- 
ment that marked the Yalu. The infantry in 
front of the Japanese left fought well and 
maneuvered skillfully. But late on the night ! 
of the battle two Russian battalions appeared 
north of Taowan in front of the Japanese 
right flank and then retired without opening 
fire, and the purpose of their movement re- 
mains a mystery. 


Futile Bravery of Czar’s Infantry. 

At Henling, where a thousand were cut to 
pieces, and where, as at Hamatan, they had 
a brass band that left its instruments in the 
field, they gave one of the finest exhibitions 
of futile bravery witnessed during the war. 
They were marching In close column of fours 
under a destructive fire, and although men 
were cut down by squads they never broke 
ranks nor retreated. The uselessness of the 
sacrifice was as eloquent as its courage, and 
the credit for the former belonged. to the 
officers. 

The great number of casualties among the 
Russian officers, and particularly their gen- 
erals, while no Japanese generals have been 
hit, is due largely to the different theories of 
generalship followed in the armies. 

The generals of the Japanese are directors, 
while the Russians cling to the old Skobeloff 
tradition of a commander at the head of his 
men leading the fighting. Gen. Kuroki and 
the lesser generals usually are somewhere 
behind the fighting line, managing their 
battles by telegraph and telephone. 


Electricity Plays Great Part. 

Probably electricity has never played so 
great part in warfare before as it does with 
the Japanese. Every general of brigade in 
the field is, Mke a modern ambassador, “ at 
the end of a wire,” which his divisional! com- 
mander controls, and the generals of divi- 
sions are in touch by telegraph or telephone 
with the corps commander. The engineers 
run wires after the columns with marvelous 
rapidity. 

Jap Generals Businesslike. 

The Russian generalsnip is more spectac- 
war, and, perhaps. inspires the soldiers with 
greater courage, but the Japanese is more 
businesslike. These generals do not play to 
the galleries at all. The censorship which 
they enforce tends to deprive them of their 
just dues in reputation. 

Gen. Okzgawa gathered his troops in the 
tog of early morning on the 4th of July and 
prevented the Russians from seizing the 
Motien pass. He-turned Keller’s almost 
successful attack of the 17th into a disaster 
and his soldiers from the rocks above the 
Yushiling shot down a thousand Russians 
without any cOmpensating damage to|\them- 
selves.

The few camp 
followers whose presence near the front is 
sanctioned sell cigarets, fans, handkerchiefs, 
towels, soap, tooth brushes, writing paper, 
and envelopes. The nearest shop where a 
bottle of saki or beer can be bought is at 
Fengwangcheng, fifty miles to the rear, and 
that means that the officers get little and the 
soldiers none. 

Tea, cigarets, and fans are the soldiers’ 
luxuries, fishing, writing letters, and reading 
newspapers their amusements. The greatest 
indulgence of the officers is the big iron ket- 
tles, carried in netting, two on a pony, which 
are used for heating water for hot baths ‘as 
well as to cook thé company mess of rice. 


Fans and Fishing Lines for All. 
Fans for soldiers seem an anomaly, par- 
ticularly for soldiers so far removed from 
suspicion of effeminacy as the Japanese. 
Yesterday a battalion of infantry toiled past 
perspiring through the sandy corn fields 
under an almost tropical sun, and every man 


kettles dangling from saddles and from sol- 
diers’ packs have surprised some of the 
conservative European attachés.

TROPHIES TAKEN AKEN BY THE JAPS. 


Field Marshal Creme t Sends in’ List of 
Spells Captured by Armies at 
Liaoyang. 


TOKIO, Sept. 18.—Marquis Oyama, com-’ 
mander in chief of the Japanese forces in the 
fleld, telegraphed this morning that Gen. 
Oku had yeported having captured thirteen 
prisoners <t the battle of Liaoyang. He also 
gave a detailed list of the Russian stores 
which Gen. Oku captured, as follows: 

Thirty horses, 2,288 rifles, 127 ammunition 
wagons, 5,892 rounds of artillery, - 659,980 
small arm cartridges, great quantities of 
timber, flour, rice, forage, engineering im- 
plements, clothing, and accouterments. 

The armies under Gens. Kuroki and Nodzu 
made no prisoners in the fighting before Liao- 
yang. Gen. Kuroki captured forty horses, 
800 rifles, 300 rounds of artillery and 600,000 
rounds of rifle ammunition, telegraph appa- 
ratus, and various miscellaneous implements. 

Gen. Nodzu captured 400 rifles, 1,164 rounds 
of artillery and 37,880 rounds of rife ammu- 
nitien, three heliographs, telephones, tools, 
and large quantities of foodstuffs and timber. 

Gen. Oku captured sufficient timber to con- 
struct railroad depots. 


MANCHURIA FREIGHT BLOCKED.

Prince Herbert Bismarck was a states- 
man not of the capacity of his iron father, 
to be sure, but of better parts than many 
whom the kaiser a€ this day has exalted 


above him. 

And he was filial, which should cover a mui- 
titude of sins. His affection for his grim old 
father amounted to a mania. It was not—to 
paraphrase a school book epigram—that he 
loved the empire less, but he loved the creator 
of the empire more. 

And when the impetuous William II. made 
the chancellery untenable to the prince in 
1890 Count Herbert might have retained his 
post as foreign minister, to be steadily ad- 
vanced. But‘he went down the ladder of the 
ship of state with, the aged dropped by 
a pushful master. 

In the Franco-German war. being then 21 
years old, he served as a vate in the 
dragoons and was wound three times at 
the battle of Mars-la-Tour. 

He held many diplomatic positions before 
his father was shorn of power. 

An incident that nearly wrecked Prince 
Herbert’s career and that caused the old 
chancellor great annoyance was Herbert’: 
elopement with Princess Carolath Beuthen, 
the wife of Prince Karl, the headof that dis- 
tinguished Silesian house. 

Since quitting the foreign office he has sat 
‘in the reichstag as an independent. 

His succéssor is Prince Otto, now 7 years 
old, offspring of his rn with Countess 
Margaret Hoyos.

Country’s New Treaty with Great Brit- 
ain Is Discussed in Berlin, Where 
It Makes Impression.

EXPORTS OF BREADSTUFFs. 

The official bulletin of exports of domestic 
‘breadstuffs for August records a little better 
@howing than for July, the figures being 
95,336,000, as against $4,760,000. But the 
value of breadstuffs exported in July of last 
gear was $11,888,000, and in August of that 
year $13,025,000. | 

For the eight months ending Aug. 81 last 
The value of breadstuffs sent abroad was 
$61,900,000, as compared with $126,800,000 
for the corresponding months of 1908. The 
shipments of wheat fell from 48,500,000 
Bushels to 9,540,000 bushels, of flour from 
91,607,000 barrels to 8,207,000, and of corn 
from 69,923,000 bushels to 31,146,000, 

For several months the United States 
‘has not been feeding Europe so abundantly 
we it once did. Owing to the comparatively 
, wheat crop there will be little of that 


corn exports will depend largely upon the 
price asked. If the foreign consumers think 
it excessive they will not take much. | 
Since April the exports of the products of 
manufactures have exceeded those of agri-! 
culture. July the manufacturers. were 
nearly ,$9,000,000 ahead of the: farmers, 
partly because they increased their own ex- 
ports, but chiefly because those of the agri- 
culturists fell:off so much.. The lead which 
the former have had for the last few months 
doubtless will be lost.by them’in the near 
future, but the day ,will come when the 
‘United: States will ‘be steadily a greater es- 
porter of manufactured than of agricultural 
products. It will raise more grain and meat 
than it does now, but they will be mostly 
consumed by anjncreasing poptlation. 


THE BUSINESS SITUATION. 

Trade is improving, but is © still wait- 
ing on the crops. The situation as to wheat 
is settled, but there is uncertainty as to cot- 
ton and corn. There was a nervous day last 
week, when the weather bureau announced 
that a killing frost might strike the corn belt. 
Had there been. one, it would have cost the 
country $100,000,000, . Happily the frost did 
not come, and if it will keep away until the 
end of the month it will,do little damage. 

The cotton report of the census bureau 
shows that prior to Sept. 1 390,000 commer- 
cial bales of this year’s crop were pressed at 
the ginneries, against a total] of 17,585 bales 
for the corresponding period of 1908. The 
planters are losing no time about picking, so 
that they may get their product on‘the mar- 
ket. But any little drop in the temperature 
in the cotton states at this time would be 
likely to do harm, - It would bring the total 
yield below that 11,250,000 bales which is 
required to meet the demands of the world. 
If the frost will let the cotton and the corn 
alone, there will be an immediate improve- 
ment in the business situation. 

There is still some difference of opinion 
as to the extent to which the open reduction 
of the prices of certain finished steel and 
iron products will stimulate buying, but 
many orders certainly have been placed al-. 
ready because of it. The company which Is 
the largest producer of wire and wire prod- 
ucts estimates that its increased -tonnage. 
which enables it to keep neatly all its mills 
in ‘operation, will make aniends for the lower 
price. In the west there has been a better 
buying of steel pipes, plates, and structural 
material. The Harriman lines placed orders 
last week for 100,000 tons of. steel rails. 
‘There has been no notification of the aban- 
donment of the pool price of $28, and it may 
"be the intention to continue it during 1905. 
‘But prices may be shaded for large buy- 
ers, as done with other steel products 
prior to the officia] reductions. 

_ On the whole, the iron and steel industry 
is getting into good shape. Producers and 
consumers afe drawing nearer together. 
Bessemer pig is $4.75 a ton cheaper than a 


\ year ago, billets $8, and steel-bars $6. ‘The 


‘consumers, doubtless, are preparing to place: 
orders which they have held back while 
prices seemed unreasonable, but they may 
not do so until late in the year. 

It is the general belief of the merchants, 


the most conservative not excepted, that 
there will be a good fall trade, especially in 
the agricultural districts. Large orders for 
dry goods, clothing, and millinery are being: 
placed. Another encouraging sign is the 
fact that ‘the earnings of railways which 
have reported for August indicate a gain of 
3.4 per cent over August, 1903. 

If the weather will stay warm fora f 
weeks buying and selling will go on briskly

in Westmoreland county, Va. He graduated 
from West Point in 1829, ranking second in 
bis class. During the four years he was at 


‘| West Point his deportment was such that 


he .never received a demerit mark or a word 
of reproof. When the Mexican war began 
Lee was appointed chief engineer of the 
army under Gen. Scott. The daring spirit 
Lee always.concealed beneath a mild ex- 
terior was shown on one occasion when, 
while on a scouting expedition, he got so 
near the enemy he had to lay concealed all 
night under a fallen tree on which a half 
dozen Mexican soldiers at different times 
sat down to rest. He was brevetted major, 
Meutenant colonel, and colonel for gallantry 
and meritorious conduct at Cerro Gordo, 
Contreras, Cherubusco, and Chapultepec, 
and won from Gen: -Scott the enthusiastic 
declaration that he was “ the greatest mili- 
tary genius in America.” From 1852 to 1855 
he was superintendent of West Point. In 
1859 he commanded the force which sup- 
préssed the insurrection started by John 
Brown at Harper's Ferry. 

Lee opposed secession. On the outbreak 
of war he was offered, through the influence 
of his friend, Gen. Scott, the command of

RUN IS FEARED. 


Gain of 8 Cents Early in the 
Week Nearly Lost on 


Larger Receipts. 
FROST MILD; CORN BREAKS 


Country Claims Little Damage 
Was Done by the Visitation— 
Hold Firm. 


All records for nervous markets and con- 
vulsive advances in wheat on the present crop 
were broken last week by a sharp bulge of 
over 8c on Monday and Tuesday, the May 
delivery selling up to $1.18%-%, compared 
with a close at $1.10%-% on the previous 
Saturday. But the last two days of the week 
saw a break of about equal magnitude and 
equal rapidity, which left prices at the end 
of trading on Saturday but %c over the close 
the week before, and undid the work of pre- 
viously jubilant bulls. by shattering general 
confidence in the market for the time being.

St. Paul was the leader of the decline, but 
the other grangers and Pacifics were not far 
behind. The break in Reading was of large 
influence, as early attempts were made to ad- 
vance the price on the score of the favorable 
annual report. ,But the evidence of important 
selling on the advance suggested that the 
best buying due toe the annual showing had 
been done already and was waiting to take 
profits. The support of United States Steel 
preferred also proved futile. 
The strength of European money centers 
at present and the softness of the sterling 
exchange market point the probable path of 
relief from any threatened stringency. The 
bond market has shown some unsettlement 
in sympathy with stocks. United States 2s 
have advanced \% and the 3s coupon %, while 
the old 4s have advanced \% per cent on call 
during the week.

Lamblike War Department. 

On the afternoon of Aug. 30 we went over 
to the imperial headquarters, which is the 
clearing house for all war news. It is the 
war department: A bicycle stood out in 
front and two rickshas rested tranqulilly 
nearby. The corridors were empty and quiet, 
except when oceasionally a small Jap boy 
in khaki and awkward foreign shoes came 
clumping along. In a small room near the 
main entrance we found the censor. He was 
peacefully smoking a cigaret, and across,the 
table another. Japanese was busily writing 
out an English translation of a long Japanese 
officialdispatche | 

All the official reports from the front come 
here. Whenever Kuroki surrounds a Rus- 
sian the official report comes to the general 
staff at the imperial headquarters. If the 
Japanese wish to. give it out for publication 
they send word to the foreign correspondents. 
that news has arrived from the front and to 
come to the censor’s office. 

And now that we were at last at the foun- 
tain head of all war news we hoped to hear 
the true state of affairs at Liaoyang. 


Calmness Like a Blanket. 

The dispatch that had just come was a 
long one. The censor commented politely 
and pleasantly on the news as it slowly re- 
vealed itself in English. He discussed the 
report as calmly ae if he were discussing the 
theory of nebular hypothesis. | 

Thank goodness, the two great.armies are 
at last together. A great battle had begun 
on Aug. 25 and was then raging fiercely. 
Anping and Anshantien had been taken and 
the Japs were now battling furiously at the 
doorway of the Russian stronghold. The 
losses were running into the thousands.’ The 
great decisive moment had come and Gen. 
Kouropatkin was making a stand! 

The report left us more or less in theair as 
far as definite results went, but the Japanese 
seemed to be getting the better of it. Fur- 
thermore, we knew that things were at last 
happening with a vengeance. 


intense interest at the hotels and clubs, but 
the Japanese population gave no. sign. of 
demonstrative interest. Once in awhile a 
man with some sleigh bells jingling at his 
side would trot through the streets and de- 
liver Japanese newspaper extras. The Jap- 
anese would buy these brief bulletins, read 
them quickly, and move on as if nothing had 
happened. 
Reports from the Front. 
The next day the censor sent word to the 
foreign correspondents that another official 


report had come from the front. It was a 
‘continuation of the details of the great bat- 


That night the news was discussed with 


anese, and British flags revealed—a sig- 
nificant trinity. Whenever an American ap- 
peared in the crowded streets the people 
called “‘banzai’’ to him and he shouted 
“ banzai"’ back. So far as we could judge it 
seemed to be an era of great good feeling be- 
tween the Yankees and the Japs. 


Even the Children Participate. 

Over\in Theater street the throng was 
densest. Whole families marched back and 
forth, and if a man or woman hada child the 
child was sure to be among those present. 
There were children/everywhere, all teeter- 
ing along on their queer little wodden shoes, 
like so many Japanese dolls. One could not 
help thinking that the Japanese empire will 
have the makings of a great army about 
twenty years hence. 

Race suicide seemed to be on the decline in 
Yokohama that night. At a rough guess 
there were a million Japanese children in 
Theater street when the banzai was busiest. 

Processions mqved back and forth through 
the streets and occasionally one would see a 
tall, ungainly figure on stilts: This figure was 
grotesquely equipped with much whiskers 
and a tall dunce cap, and-was intended to 
symbolize Russia. ‘“ Russia” was the sub- 
ject of shouts of good natured laughter and 
ralillery. 

At 11-o’clock we left Yokqhama, blazing 
with red fire and booming with music and 
twinkling with myriads of lights. A gentle- 
manly sampan man-rowed us -out to the 
steamer, and our five days’ visit in Asia was 
over. 

.At.the present wrfting I don’t know what 
has become of Mr. Kouropatkin. The only 
thing I'am sure of is that we saw a great 
celebration and that there was a considera- 
ble battle up in the suburbs of Liaoyang.

MEN WHO PROMOTE PEACE ~ 
TO VISIT CHICAGO TODAY. 
Interparliamentary Union, with 220 


Members, Will Make Tour of the City 
Under Care of Congressman Burton. 


During their visit in Chicago today the 220 
members of the Interparliamentary Peace 
union, who will arrive in the morning from 
Oma will be the guests of the United 
States government. The city will take no 
Official cognizance of their presence, and no 
citizens have attempted to arrange for their 
reception or entertainment. This will be 
the first time during their trip that such a 
thing has occurred. 

Mayor Maybury of Detroit is coming to in- 
vite the visitors to be guests of that city 
for one or two days. Citizens of Detroit 
have subscribed a large sum for entertain- 
ment. The delegates already have stopped 
at New York, Philadelphia, Pittsburg, St. 
Louis, Kansas City, Denver, and Omaha. 

Congress appropriated $50,000 for the en- 
tertainment of the commission from Sept. 6 : 
to 26.. Congressman Burton is in Chicago 
to receive the members. They will be taken 
for a drive about the city in the morning, 
and-each will spend the afternoon as he de- 
sires. They will leave in the evening, proba- 
biy for Detroit. and then will go to Niagara 
Falis and other eastern cities. ,

These influences came in for their mead of 
attention the last of the week. In addition 
there were a number of reports of large yields 
from sections of the northwest which had 
missed the blight of rust, and these, too, had 
considerable effect. 

The immediate future of the market will 
probably depend to a considerable extent on 
whether spring wheat receipts increase as 
expected, and whether the movement in the 
southwest begins to fall off according to pre- 
dictions which have been repeated for weeks, 
but so far have not been verified in the actual 
figures, receipts at Kansas City and St. Louis 
continuing considerably heavier than last 
year. Stocks of flour are supposed to be low 
all over the country, but flour buyers are 
still uncertain of the permanence of present 
prices, and apparently are buying only to 
fill immediate demand, not stocking up. Un- 
less they change their attitude, the pinch of 
actual scarcity of wheat, if it comes at all, 
may be deferred for some time longer. For- 
eign markets have not responded to the ex- 
treme advances here, and exports of wheat 
and flour are barely 4,000,000 bu monthly, 
and, if anything, growing smaller. The Ar- 
gentine crop prospect is said to be favorable 
on an increaséd area of 20 per cent, and EBu- 
ropean importers are naturally hoping the 
prospect will be verified. Russia is still ex- 
porting liberally. : 


Frost Scare Short Lived. 


Predictions of frost and the stimulating in- 
fluence of the excitement In wheat added 
nearly 4c to the price of May corn early in the 
week. But the threatened cold wave, while 
it distributed light frosts over many sections 
of the corn belt, did not bririg a hard freeze 
anywhere and reports from the country gen- 
erally claimed no serious damage had been 
done. Clear and warmer weather set in and 
under the influence of more favorable cond!- 
tions and more encomraging reports the mar- 
ket suffered a sharp decline, losing all the 
early advance and @&little more. While It is 
probgble frosts did some damage in northern 
Iowa and possibly in other sections, it is not 
generally believed it amounted to much. Late 
in the week reports from Nebraska claimed 
the crop was practically all out of danger and 
that it would be larger and of better quality 
than last year, when the best corn this mar- 
ket got came from that state. The September 
government report indicated a yield of 2,?32.- 
000 bu, or 88,000,000 bu larger than the crop 
of 1908. Except for the light frosts, the 
weather’ since the first of the month has been 
distinctly favorable. Receipts here have con- 
tinued liberal and there will be another larre 
increase in local stocks, the shipping demand 
having been small on the advance and not 
urgent on the decline. 


Oats React Little. 

Oats. were sluggish during the sharp ad- 
vance in other grains, and stubborn during 
the following declines, the entire range 
barely ic, and the close a fraction higher for 
the week. There appeared to be good specu- 
lative buying of May around 36c on the theory 
that because of the fine quality of the oats 
this year, and the unusually sharp discounts 
under corn and wheat, better prices ought 
to prevail sometime. There was also buying 
of oats against sales of corn. Shipping de- 
mand continues dull, the east being supplied 
with cheaper oats from Indiana and Ohio. 
Country holders are indifferent sellers, how- 
ever, at the decline In cash prices, and re- 
ecipts here have dropped to a little over 100 
cars daily, although arrivals are stil] heavier 
than shipments. 

In provisions little but changing was going 
on, and October deliveries showed relative 
weakness, except the last of the week, when 
grain weakness caused scattered outside
